Greater St. Albert Catholic 
Schools Supt. David Keohane 
said the school board is taking 
the allegations “extremely seri¬ 
ously,” adding he has been in 
contact with the parents of the 
two students. 

The incidents happened inde¬ 
pendently of each other within 
the past two years and didn’t 
follow a pattern, Morinville 
RCMP Cpl. Jason Zazulak said. 

The school has about 375 stu¬ 
dents in grades 6 to 8.

Soggy protest 

Activists push for nuclear-free future at legislature

Banners hoisted high, hundreds 
of activists invaded the grounds 
of the legislature yesterday, out¬ 
raged over potential nuclear en¬ 
ergy developments. 

“We don’t need nuclear,” said 
Adele Boucher Rymhs, the presi¬ 
dent of the Coalition for a Nuclear 
Free Alberta. “Nuclear is one of 
the problems that is going to 
come up in the future. Everyone is 
worried about climate change and 
carbon dioxide emissions, but the 
emissions from a nuclear power 
plant are far worse than emissions 
from a coal plant. They go on for 
thousands of years.” 

Braving soggy conditions, many 
protesters were concerned with 
the effects of nuclear power on 
the environment and community 


health. Several were dressed as 
tombstones or mutated animals, 
representing how Alberta would 
suffer as a result of nuclear waste. 

Between passionate demands 


for public dialogue about nuclear 
developments, singers took to the 
stage to lead the crowd in rabble 
rousing sing-alongs.

U of A gives students battling flu reprieve 

University forgoes doctors' notes, adopts 'honour system' for missed classes, exams

Sick university students 
have been given a 
temporary reprieve from 
exams and classes, after a 
recent decision by 
administrators to weather 
the H1N1 pandemic. 

University of Alberta offi¬ 
cials agreed Monday to ex¬ 


cuse all absences of stu¬ 
dents claiming to have flu¬ 
like symptoms without a 
doctor’s note, and con¬ 
firmed they’ve adopted the 
“honour system” in place 
of traditional procedure. 

“There’s always a chance 
that a student might not be 
prepared for an exam and 
cheat the system,” VP of 
student life Nick Dehod 
said. “Though, it’s not in 


their self-interest to get be¬ 
hind in their classes.” 

He said though doctor’s 
confirmation has been 
abolished, professors are 
keeping a close eye on stu¬ 
dents for possible abuse of 
the new system. 

Upon opening H1N1 vac¬ 
cination clinics across the 
province Monday, Alberta 
Health Services officials 
asked employers to stop

asking for doctor’s confir¬ 
mation, so as not to clog 
the health-care system. 

A similar policy has been 
in practice at MacEwan 
University all semester. 

“There may be individu¬ 
als who take advantage, 
but ... our main concern is 


the health and safety of our 
students,” MacEwan 

spokesman David Behariy 
said, adding students in¬ 
form teachers of absences 
online. 

Teachers at both institu¬ 
tions have prepared for 
higher absentee rates, and 
will let students make up 
missed time without aca¬ 
demic penalty. 

U of A officials are urging 


all students with flu-like 
symptoms to battle the 
sickness in solitude. 

“It’s important that stu¬ 
dents self-isolate, stay at 
home and away from the 
community,” Dehod said. 

All students who spoke 
with Metro yesterday con¬ 
firmed they’ve been notic¬ 
ing more empty desks, and 
each know at least one or 
two others out sick. 
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Minister apologizes 
for flu shot lineups 


Health Minister Ron Liepert 
says he’s sorry that thou¬ 
sands of Albertans have 
been forced to line up for 
hours to get swine flu shots 
this week. 

“I would express my 
apologies for having to wait 
in line,” the minister said 
yesterday. 

“The overwhelming 
turnout by Albertans on 
Day One clearly caught 
most people by surprise.” 

“We administered 38,000 
doses of vaccine Monday in 
these mass clinics. It’s quite 
remarkable and those front¬ 
line workers were run off 
their feet.” 

People in Calgary spent 
up to six hours in line at 
four clinics, while in Ed¬ 
monton the wait was up to 
four hours at five clinics 
that began giving shots 
Monday. 

Doctors’ offices in Ed¬ 
monton were packed with 
swine flu victims yesterday, 
but most patients were 
showing relatively mild 
symptoms. 


Response 

• Liberal Opposition Leader 
David Swann and NDP 
Leader Brian Mason both 
condemned the govern¬ 
ment's response. Swann, a 
former public health officer, 
said, “We've known this pan¬ 
demic was coming for al¬ 
most a year and we've been 
planning for the vaccine for 
almost three months."

The spy who 
blitzed Canada 


Siegfried was a Stasi snooper 


In the twilight of the Cold 
War, East German spies 
scooped up Canadian 
secrets on... imitation 
leather and welding rods. 

But they also went after 
cutting edge military tech¬ 
nology. 

New research shows the 
Stasi, the massive intelli¬ 
gence arm of the 
now-defunct German Dem¬ 
ocratic Republic, also 
obtained confidences of 
the Canadian Security In¬ 
telligence Service, includ¬ 
ing the names of employ¬ 
ees. 

One shadowy agent code- 
named Siegfried collected 
dozens of pieces of docu¬ 
mentation such as resi¬ 
dence and work permits — 
information spies could 
use to slip into Canada. 

The revelations of the 
Stasi’s wide-ranging infor¬ 
mation scooping were un¬ 
earthed by Helmut Muller- 
Enbergs of the German fed¬ 
eral commission for the 
Stasi archives in Berlin. 

His findings will be pre-

Ottawa on Saturday. 

The Hauptverwaltung A, 
the Stasi foreign intelli¬

Muller-Enbergs says. 

For eight years begin¬ 
ning in 1981, Siegfried the 
spy passed more than five 
dozen pieces of intelli¬ 
gence to Stasi headquar¬ 
ters. 

The reports included in¬ 
formation on passports, 
residence permits, car reg¬ 
istration, unemployment 
insurance and income

Obama looks to modernize 
American power grid 


Florida U.S. President 
Barack Obama made a 
pitch for renewable ener¬ 
gy yesterday, announcing 
$3.4 billion US in govern¬ 
ment support for 100 proj¬ 
ects aimed at moderniz¬ 
ing the American power 
grid. 

Touring a field of solar 
energy panels in Florida, 
the president urged 
greater use of several 
technologies to make the 
country’s power transmis¬ 
sion system more efficient 
and better suited to the 
digital age. 

The projects include in¬ 
stalling “smart” electric 
meters in homes, au¬ 
tomating utility substa¬ 
tions, and installing thou¬ 
sands of digital transform¬ 
ers and grid sensors. He 
likened the effort to the 
ambitious development of 
the national highway sys¬ 
tem 50 years ago. 

But even as Obama 
pitched more efficient 
and renewable energy 
use, his trip made it clear

UN scales back hope for quick global climate change deal 


Just weeks before an in¬ 
ternational conference 
on climate change, the 
United Nations signalled 
it was scaling back 
expectations of reaching 
agreement on a new 
treaty to slow global 
warming. 

Janos Pasztor, director 
of the UN secretary-gener¬ 
al’s Climate Change Sup¬ 
port Team, said yesterday 
“it’s hard to say how far 
the conference will be 
able to go” because the 
U.S. Congress has not 
agreed on a climate bill, 
and industrialized nations 
have not agreed on tar¬ 
gets to reduce their car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions or 
funding to help develop¬ 
ing countries limit their 
discharges. 

Pasztor told a news con¬ 
ference “there is tremen¬ 
dous activity by govern¬ 
ments in capitals and in¬ 


ternationally to shape the 
outcome” of the climate 
change conference in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, in 
early December, which “is 
a good development” be¬ 
cause political leadership 
is essential to make a 
deal. 

But he indicated that 
Copenhagen most likely 
won’t produce a treaty, 
but instead will push gov¬ 
ernments as far as they 
can go on the content of 
an agreement.

t’s amazing what a 
change of scenery can 
do for a struggling 
NHLer. 

Take Gilbert Brule, for 
example. At one point in 
his draft year, the gifted 
centre was ranked just be¬ 
hind Sidney Crosby. He put 
up 87 points and a fiery 


169 penalty minutes for 
the Western League’s Van¬ 
couver Giants and was 
tabbed with the sixth pick 
in the 2005 draft by the 
Columbus Blue Jackets. 

But after another year of 
junior and two full seasons 
with the Jackets, Brule was 
sitting on 32 points through 
146 NHL games. The “bust” 
label was sitting out there, 
injuries had stalled his de¬ 
velopment and Columbus 
still didn’t have a post-sea¬ 
son appearance to its name. 

Fast-forward to the pres¬ 
ent. Brule has seven points 
in his first eight games and 
is providing the Oilers, who 


acquired the pivot in ex¬ 
change for Raffi Torres in 
the summer of 2008, with 
some much-needed balance 
on the scoresheet. 

Was Columbus wrong to 
give up on a top prospect 
who was just 21 years old 
when traded to Edmon¬ 
ton? Sometimes a player’s 
problems extend to the 
mental part of the game, 
so Brule’s arrival in Alberta 
was probably the best 


thing ever for him. 

In Edmonton, he got a 
fresh start, albeit one that 
involved a trip to Spring- 
field in the American 
League. Nevertheless, he 
has regained his scoring 
touch this year, which has 
benefited the Oilers great¬ 
ly: Edmonton has scored at 
least three goals in all but 
two games this season and 
getting contributions from 
all over is the winning 


strategy.

There are decisions made 
in pivotal moments in 
everyone’s life that 
changes the course of 
their lives. 

For East Vancouver-based 
guitar maker Billy Bones, it 
was when the high-end fur¬ 
niture making shop he was 
working for went under 
several years ago. 

At that point, he thought 
about the things he loved: 
Pinball, motorcycles, and 
rock ’n’ roll. 

“I thought I should do 
something with rock ’n’ 
roll with my life,” Bones 
said, who also plays guitar 
in Vancouver-based garage- 
punk band The Vicious Cy¬ 
cles. 

So after he finished a 
guitar-building course in 
Calgary, he launched Spar¬ 
row Guitars in 2004. 

Learning how to craft a 
guitar is one thing, but try¬ 
ing to enter a market with 
such established giants like 
Gibson and Fender is anoth¬ 
er mounting challenge. He 


looked for a way to enter 
the guitar market where he 
could find a wedge. 

“What I came up with is 
graphics on the guitar,” he 
said. Inspired by ’50s “hot 
rod greaser culture,” his 
line of guitars features pin- 
striping, flames and high- 
quality custom graphics. 

Although Sparrow Gui¬ 
tars’ brand was built on 
flashy graphics, it was im¬ 
portant to Bones to build a 
reputation for good, quali¬ 
ty guitars. 

“At first, I’d always hear, 
That looks cool,’ but now 
people are adding, ‘And it’s 
a really good guitar.’” 

He said the goal from the 
start was to produce a gui¬ 
tar that a kid can afford to 
play and that’s going to 
sound great. 

Bones said he tries to 
keep costs down without 
compromising quality by 
outsourcing some of the 


production while keeping 
the assembly in Canada. 

He’s currently looking 
for cost-effective ways to 
produce the guitars entire¬ 
ly in Canada. 

Sparrow offers five mod¬ 
els of guitars with fairly 
traditional body shapes, 
which retail for about $500 
to $1,800. 

Sparrow has grown from 
producing 200 guitars in 
its first year to 1,200 in 
2008, and expects to dou¬ 
ble its output in the next 
two years. 

“I basically put every¬ 
thing I had into this compa¬ 
ny,” he said. “For the first 
three years, we were throw¬ 
ing money into a big hole.” 

Building a presence for 
the brand has taken time, 
he says, but it’s beginning 
to pay off with 2008 mark¬ 
ing the first year he turned 
a profit. 

The 34-year-old Bones 


says learning the business 
was not without its hur¬ 
dles. Many retailers ex¬ 
pressed interest in his gui¬ 
tars in the first year, but 
would tell him, “I love 
those guitars. If you sur¬ 
vive the next three years, 
I’ll buy a ton of those.” 

The first three years was 
like the rite of passage into 
the business. 

Today, his guitars are 
sold in North America, the 
United Kingdom, Europe 
and Australia, and Sparrow 
is endorsed by rockers like 
Duff McKagan of Loaded — 
formerly of Velvet Re¬ 
volver and Guns N’ Roses 
— as well as noteworthy 
punk bands like NOFX, An¬ 
ti-Flag and D.O.A. 

Endorsements have been 
vital in building brand 
awareness, said Bones, be¬ 
cause in this industry, one 
guitar player influences 
other guitar players. 

“A lot of people, a major¬ 
ity of guitar players, want 
to play what their rock he¬ 
roes play. They want to get 
that same sound.”

Canadian schools that 
train guide dogs for the 
blind are feeling the 
effects of the global reces¬ 
sion — a downturn 
experts fear could end up 
scuttling precious growth 
in a charitable industry 
that has only recently 
gained traction north of 
the border. 

Canada’s guide-dog 
schools are unlike their 
more established, better- 
known cousins in the U.S., 
where a higher profile and 
more solid financial foot¬ 
ing allows them to raise 
more money and match 
more dog teams in one 
year than all four of the in¬ 
ternationally accredited 
Canadian schools com¬ 
bined. 

Like most of their North 
American counterparts, 
Canadian schools fund 
their costly programs ex¬ 
clusively through charita¬ 
ble donations, which have 
declined in recent months 
— especially in the corpo¬ 
rate category as businesses 
re-evaluate their spending 
priorities. 

While donations from 
loyal individuals remain 


strong, top officials at 
Canadian guide dog 
schools fear the lag could 


slow their momentum, 
which had been growing 
prior to the economic 


Slow to adapt 

Canada was a latecomer to 
the international guide dog 
movement, which started in 
the 1920s. Canada's first 
school dedicated to the train¬ 
ing of dogs for the blind did 
not open its doors until 1981. 

downturn. 

“There are schools that 
are struggling now, the 
smaller schools particular¬ 
ly,” said Sandy Turney, di¬ 
rector of Guide Dogs Cana¬ 
da in Oakville, Ont. 

“We have different 
sources of funds, but it’s a 
tough go for people ...

Canada has four organi¬ 
zations, including Guide 
Dogs Canada, that have 
since won accreditation 
from the International 
Guide Dog Federation and 
have similar credentials to 
schools that have been es¬ 
tablished for decades.

a client base and attracting 
donations for their servic¬ 
es, which are expensive. 

The philosophy is to en¬

services free of charge or 
for a nominal fee — the 
cost of a guide dog starts at

he ongoing auto 
show in Tokyo has 
been notable on sev¬ 
eral fronts. 

For one thing, unlike the 
North America shows, the 
Japanese show continues to 
feature a predominance of 
female “presenters” on the 
show stands. Is there a 
shortage of male models in 
Japan? 

Someone should investi¬ 
gate. I’ll even help acquire 
evidence; by using my digi¬ 
tal camera to frilly docu¬ 
ment how rampant is this 
“female presenter” phe¬ 
nomena. 

This year’s show was al¬ 
so notable for the absence 
of every major non-Japan¬ 
ese automaker. No Ford, 
No VW no Fiat, No Jaguar. 
Not even a representative 
from nearby Korea. 


“Tokyo has been regulat¬ 
ed to regional show status,” 
says Mike Robinet, a native 
of Windsor, Ont., who is 
now the global analyst for 
CMS Forecasting, a Michi¬ 
gan-based firm who sup¬ 
plies auto industry fore¬ 
casts to clients around the 
world, including many au¬ 
tomakers. 

Mike notes that histori¬ 
cally, automakers would go 
anywhere the global media 
showed up. Nowadays, they 
only go to shows that repre¬ 
sent markets where they 
can sell some vehicles. 

Via a combination of 
strict import regulations, 
and other factors (both cul¬ 
tural and economic), very 
few imports are sold in 
Japan. 

Notes Robinet: “The 
number of Chevys sold in 
Japan, is between zero and 
a small number.” 

In that part of the world 
the action is definitely in 
China, which has just sup¬ 
planted the U.S. as the 
world’s biggest auto market. 

The action is definitely 
not in Japan, which is prov¬ 
ing tough even for its 


homegrown automakers. 
Put that down to a sagging 
economy and demograph¬ 
ics; the latter characterized 
by low birth rates, low im¬ 
migration, and a mature 
population starting to 
downsize their vehicles. 

According to Robinet, 
this means Japanese au¬ 
tomakers will focus on ex¬ 


port markets even more 
than they have in the past. 
But what’s going to hurt 
them there is the yen. “As 
the yen continues to ap¬ 
preciate, they become less 
and less competitive.” 

The way to get around 
that is to build cars where 
you sell them. So expect to 
see more Japanese brand 


production in North Amer¬ 
ica, particularly in Mexico. 

The other thing to ex¬ 
pect from Japanese makers 
is more focus on fun and 
emotional cars. With every 
one matching them on 
quality, they need another 
calling card. 

Obviously there have 
been lots of fun and excit¬ 


ing cars that have originat¬ 
ed from Japan, but also 
lots of instances where 
Japan played it safe, per¬ 
haps too safe. 

We already saw some 
shift toward the enlighten¬ 
ment at this year’s show, 
when Lexus unveiled its 
new halo car — the LFA — a 
$375,000 (US), V10, mid-en¬ 
gine, super car, that looks 
like a sexy transformer. 

Like everyone else, the 
Japanese industry got hit 
in the stomach by the eco¬ 
nomic meltdown. 

Robinet feels they may 
even have been the slowest 
of the global industries to 
adjust to new realties. 
Some of the smaller Japan¬ 
ese companies have partic¬ 
ularly hard rows to hoe, in 
this current market. But 
don’t mistake a lull, for 
anything else. 

“I’ve always been taught 
never to count them out,” 
said Robinet. So we won’t 
either.

HISTORY/DESCRIPTION: The 

fourth generation of 
BMW’s iconic 3-Series was 
on sale from 1999 to 2005 
in Canada. Fans, enthusi¬ 
asts and BMW engineers 
refer to this body style as 
the “E46.” 

All Wheel Drive (AWD) 
was available on many 3-Se¬ 
ries models, designated by 
an “xi” addition to the vehi¬ 
cle’s name. This references 
BMW’s automatic “X-Drive” 
AWD system, which 
amounts to a winter driv¬ 
ing weapon for motorists 
who are active all year 
round. 

Under the hood, shop¬ 
pers will find a variety of 
inline six-cylinder engines. 
These range in displace¬ 
ment from 2.2 to 3.0 litres, 
and generate between 168 
and 230 horsepower 

The 2.5 litre engine 
(325i) is commonly touted 
as the best blend between 
power and mileage. The 
larger 3.0 litre powerplant 
(330i) is more muscular 
and ideal for the serious 


driving enthusiast. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: 3-Se- 
ries owners love the sporti¬ 
ness, status and refinement 
of their machines. The vari¬ 
ety of body styles, decent 
fuel mileage and award¬ 
winning history are 
other factors of in¬ 
fluence, as are safe¬ 
ty ratings and 
brand loyalty. 

WHAT OWNERS 
HATE: Owners com¬ 
monly complain 
about limited storage com¬ 
partments within the cab¬ 
in, flimsy front-seat 
cupholders and limited 
headroom for taller occu¬ 
pants. Back seat space is re¬ 
portedly tight for grown¬ 
ups, too. High mainte¬ 
nance costs and a wimpy 
factory stereo round up 
the gripes. 

COMMON ISSUES: Key in a 

3-Series test drive is ensur¬ 
ing all interior accessories 
work as intended. This in¬ 


cludes the climate control 
system, sunroof and all 
windows. When operating 
the windows, note that a 
clicking sound likely 
means the regulators will 
soon require replacement. 

Mechanically, last-genera¬ 
tion 3-Series looks fairly 
solid. Some com¬ 
plaints pop up 
about slipping au¬ 
tomatic transmis¬ 
sions, though this 
should be fairly no¬ 
ticeable on a test 
drive. 

If the transmission is slip¬ 
ping, kindly thank the sell¬ 
er and move to another ve¬ 
hicle. 

Avoid models heavily 
modified with aftermarket 
parts. 

THE VERDICT: The adage “if 
you wanna play, you gotta 
pay” is valid here. Strong 
resale values mean 3-Se¬ 
ries isn’t the cheapest ma¬ 
chine to buy or maintain 
— though it’s arguably the 
most beautiful to drive.

If you’re 30 and under, 
and have even a small in¬ 
terest in playing driving 
video games, chances are 
you’ve heard of Forza Mo- 
torsport, Microsoft’s ma¬ 
jor-league offering on its 
XBOX 360 console. For 
those not familiar, the 
Forza series has delivered 
a more serious product — 
like Sony’s Gran Turismo 
series on the PlayStation 
— compared to the 
arcadey Mario Kart and 
Need for Speed offerings. 

The latest iteration — 
Forza Motorsport 3 — fea¬ 
tures over 400 cars and 
over 100 real and not-so- 
real tracks to race them 
on. All of the big-name 
manufacturers are here, 
not just exotics like Ferrari 
and Lamborghini. 

However, developer Turn 
10’s proudest moment is 
that FM3 is the first game

vable cars and 70 tracks, GT

to feature the 1,000-hp $2 
million Bugatti Veyron su¬ 
percar. 

“There are 900 data 
points per car that we used 
to ensure everything is ac¬ 
curate to the millimetre,” 
said Turn 10’s Korey 
Krauskopf. “The biggest 
thing was to create an ac¬ 
curate physics model 
that’s evolved from the 
first game. This year we 
added tire deformation as 
a characteristic, and had to 
consult with the tire man¬ 
ufacturers, the car manu¬ 
facturers, and even some 
race drivers, to make sure 
everything works proper¬ 
ly.” Cars suffer damage in 
FM3, and the game has 
now incorporated roll¬ 
overs. 

The tracks are split 
about 50/50 in terms of 
recreations of real-life fa¬ 
cilities — like Laguna Seca, 
Road America and the 
famed Nurburgring - and 
courses created out of thin 
air. 

Seventeen-year-old David 
Ostella, a racecar driver 
competing in the Star Maz¬ 
da series, said that the cars 
he’d sampled acted as accu¬ 
rately as a real car, and that 
the tracks were impressive 
too. 

“The final turn at Se- 
bring [International Race¬ 
way] has a ton of bumps 
and dips, and that comes 
through in the game,” he 
said. 

However, Krauskopf was 
clear that their other goal 
was to make FM3 as fun 
and enjoyable to play for 
the first-timer as for the 
hardcore gamer. 

In addition to the usual 
ABS, traction and stability 
controls that can be turned 
on and off, there’s a 
switchable racing line, a 
“rewind” button that al¬ 
lows you to go back in 
time in five-second chunks 
to before your crash, and a 


brake-assist mode that will 
automatically apply the 
brakes properly when en¬ 
tering a corner. 

Forza Motorsport 3 is in 
stores now, exclusively for 
the XBOX 360, priced at 
$69 for the regular ver¬ 
sion, and $89 for the limit¬ 
ed edition.

It’s hard to think of a bet¬ 
ter place than Vancouver if 
you want to establish a 
beachhead for electric cars 
in Canada. 

With its self-styled green 
image, openness to new 
technology and increasing¬ 
ly congested streets, the 
city seems like an ideal 
place to test drive zero- 
emission electric vehicles 
(EVs) and the infrastruc¬ 
ture they need to make 
them practical. 

Word that Nissan-badged 
EVs will be arriving in 2011 
is cementing its reputation.

A quiet revolution under the hood

One of the primary consid¬ 
erations among car buyers 
these days is fuel consump¬ 
tion, and that generally 
means smaller engines. 
That can lead to another 
problem: people also want 
quiet cars, but four-cylin¬ 
der engines can be noisy. 
General Motors has tack¬ 
led the problem with its 


new Active Noise Cancella¬ 
tion, or ANC. 

Standard on the 2010 
four-cylinder 
Chevrolet Equinox 
and GMC Terrain, i 
it uses technolo¬ 
gy similar to that 
of noise-can¬ 
celling head¬ 
phones. 

“It calculates (en¬ 
gine) frequencies and 
there are two microphones 
in the headliner, one over

the driver and the second 
in the rear seat,” says Jim 
Vallance, noise & vibra¬ 
tion development 
^ engineer. “It 
knows the wave 
form, what its 
phase is, and it 
inverts it and 
sends out a mir¬ 
ror image of the 
wave. They cancel 
each other out.” 

The sound waves come 
out of the front door stereo 


speakers and the rear sub¬ 
woofer. The system has 
separate circuitry in the 
amplifier, so even if the 
stereo’s off or the music’s 
cranked, the ANC still 
works. 

“It sends out a wave and 
then uses the microphones 
as feedback to see what 
happened when it did 
that,” Vallance says. 

“It happens very quickly, 
in less than three-tenths of 
a second.”

Director given Historic task

The creative legacy of 
Michael Jackson may lie in 
the hands of Kenny 
Ortega, but looking at him 
you’d never know it. 

Sitting in a Toronto hotel 
room, the director and 
choreographer appears 
warm and relaxed despite 
the insanely high expecta¬ 
tions that surround the re¬ 
lease of This Is It. 

Following the King of 
Pop’s sudden death in 
June, Ortega, tapped to 
choreograph Jackson’s 
London comeback shows, 
was handed the unenvi¬ 
able task of assembling a 
feature length film out of 
the rough footage shot 
during the rehearsals. 

“I didn’t want to do it. I 
didn’t have a chance to 
sort of catch my breath or 
gain any distance or objec¬ 
tivity over what had hap¬ 
pened,” he says. 

“It wasn’t my idea and in 
fact I said no.” 

Despite his reservations, 
Ortega was a natural 
choice to helm the project. 
He previously choreo¬ 
graphed Jackson’s Danger¬ 
ous and History tours in 


the ’90s and also had a 
strong film background, 
choreographing films like 
Dirty Dancing and direct¬ 
ing the incredibly success¬ 
ful High School Musical 
trilogy. 

He did agree to take a 
look at the footage and 
weigh in as to whether he 
felt there was enough us¬ 
able material for a film. 

“I realized it was my re¬ 
sponsibility,” he says. 

“How could I turn it over 
to somebody else? It was 
our creation. We were do¬ 
ing this together.” 


Ortega and a team of 
four editors began assem¬ 
bling the footage in July, 
handing in the finished 
product at the beginning 
of this month. 

“We didn’t add anything 
to it,” he says. “It’s the hon¬ 
est footage that existed 
from the moment that 
Michael made the an¬ 
nouncement in London to 
the day that Michael died.” 

From the 12-minutes of 
footage critics were al¬ 
lowed to see prior to the 
film’s premiere, it’s clear 
the shows were a collabo¬ 


rative process between 
Jackson and his choreogra¬ 
pher; Ortega can be seen 
standing on stage directing 
Jackson and backup 
dancers or heard off-screen 
discussing tweaks with the 
star standing on stage. 

The film will either con¬ 
firm Jackson as the cre¬ 
ative genius many claimed 
he was or expose him as 
the washed up nut-job that 
the tabloid media has 
framed him as for the past 
decade and a half. 

“(This is) the story that 
the fans needed to see,”

“As an actress, it’s in¬ 
teresting to explore going 
through that, but it is a bit 
intimidating and challeng¬ 
ing,” Flockhart admits. 

“I’ve had days where I 
cry a lot and it’s absolutely 
challenging. I’ve done a lot 
of research and my life has 
sort of been all about can¬ 
cer the last couple of 
months... It’s a frighten¬ 
ing place to be.” 

Despite that, Flockhart 


says she never lets work 
follow her home. “Work 
for me is work, and the 
minute I’m finished with 
my work, it’s gone,” she 
says. 

“I go home and I’m just 
me and living my life.” Of 
course, that must be pretty 
easy when you’re going 
home to an adorable third- 
grader and Harrison Ford. 

Depending on the fate of 
her character, Flockhart 
says she could get comfort-
